In conſequence of the foregoing minutes ſundry 


Friends, with the approbation of the meeting 
for ſufferings, agreed for the purchaſe of the 
houſe and Mate, containing about 8 5 acres, at 
Achworth, in the county of York, belonging to 
the Governors of the F. oundling-Hoſpital; which 
being offered to the yearly meeting in 1778, 
was accepted for the eflabliſhment of a ſchool, 
and a ſubſcription was opened to defray the 
expenſe thereof. The inſtitution met with great 
encouragement, and a great number of children 
vere ſoon ſent thither, from moſt parts of the 
nation. Sundry rules were occaſionally formed 
for the management thereof, which, on account 
of the mncreaſe of the family, and other circum- 
[tances, it has been found neceſſary to reviſe, 
= and to make ſuch additions and alterations, as 
Ae ußpgear needful to render them more adequate to 
8 the good government of ſo large a family ; which 
having been laid before the General Meeting, 
were approved, and waeren to be Hou in prac-
